Asda plan 
‘beginning 
of the end’ 


PLANS for an Asda store, shops and 
an 80-bedroom hotel at a gateway to 
Newmarket have been rejected by 
town councillors. 

The planning bid, by the Unex Group for 
the land bounded by High Street, Rowley 
Drive and Black Bear Lane was recommended 
for refusal by members of the development 
and planning committee on Monday after 
being branded “the beginning of the end” for 
the town. 

Councillors voted against it because it 
would contravene policy which stops land 
currently in horseracing use from being put to 
a different purpose. 

The development, part of which would be 
sited on paddock land, would include a 
40,000sq ft supermarket, petrol station, a bar 
or restaurant, 492 parking spaces and a new 
stable block and yard. 

Both Queensbury Lodge and the nearby 
cottage, dilapidated listed buildings in High 
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Street, would be restored and turned into 
shops while a roundabout would be installed 
at the junction of High Street with 
Dullingham Road. 

Several members of the public spoke out 
against the plans at the packed meeting 
including William Gittus, managing director 
of Jockey Club Estates, who spoke on behalf 
of the business and the Newmarket 
Horsemen’s Group, which includes 
Tatter sails, Darley and others. 

He said they were as keen as anyone to find 
a solution to the “eyesore” at the top of High 
Street but urged the council to refuse the 
proposals, questioning the message planning 
permission would send to other owners of 
racing property struggling in Newmarket. 

He said: “If this application is granted we 
will see the beginning of the end of the town 
as we know it.”

The PTA's share will go towards the 
eco-building made from recycled and 
sustainable materials which has just 
been given planning permission. 


Coroner’s warning 
after crash tragedy 



A MUCH-loved dad was 
above the legal drink- 
drive limit when he died 
in a car accident in 
Freckenham, an inquest 
heard. 

Brett Mullinger, from 
Lakenheath, was alone in a 
red Vauxhall Astra when it 
left a single carriageway road 
at a sharp bend and travelled 
down an embank-ment into 
trees, the hearing in Bury St 
Edmunds was told on 
Tuesday. 

The 33-year-old father-of- 
one was pronounced dead at 
the scene at 11.25pm on 
December 16. He was found 
to have 116 milligrams of 
alcohol per 100 millilitres of 
blood. The legal limit is 80 
milligrams. 

Cannabis was also found 
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in his system and he did not 
appear to have been wearing 
a seatbelt. 

Coroner Dr Peter Dean 
said Mr Mullinger’s death 
emphasised the importance 
of wearing a belt and the 
dangers of alcohol, drugs 
and driving. 

He said: “Clearly what 
took place that evening was 
a very tragic accident that 
caused the death of Mr Brett 
John Mullinger.” 

Dr Dean said Mr 
Mullinger, a warehouseman 
from Woodcutters Way, had 
been on his way to a pub to 
meet a friend of 10 years, 
Paul Roberts, when the 
accident happened. 

The inquest heard in a 


statement from Sue Riley, a 
colleague, that a group had 
been at a Christmas meal 
earlier that day and Mr 
Mullinger had not drunk any 
alcohol but he had 
consumed some later on. 

A statement from Alison 
Washtell, who came across 
the scene of the accident, 
said she had run down the 
embankment to Mr 
Mullinger who appeared 
unconscious but breathing 
while her husband, Timothy, 
had called the emergency 
services. 

Dr Dean said: “She took 
hold of his hand, reassured 
him that help was on the 
way, remained with him and 
described his breathing as 
becoming more shallow.” 

Paying tribute to Mr 
Mullinger, pictured above, 


following his death, his 
family said he had had many 
friends and had been much 
loved. 

In a statement, they said: 
“All who knew Brett loved 
him, no more so than his 
mum and dad. He was their 
best friend, too.” 

They said Mr Mullinger 
and his daughter, Chloe, 
who is of primary school 
age, had been very close. 

His family said: “There 
will always be a big hole in 
our hearts that will never be 
filled without you. We miss 
you so much, so very much 
already. You have left us far 
too soon.” 

Dr Dean said Mr Mullinger 
had died from multiple 
injuries and recorded a 
verdict of accidental death. 


Town council rejects Asda plan

Richard Fletcher, a resident and former 
town councillor, said: “The loss of those 
paddocks for a supermarket and its car park 
would drive a coach and horses through the 
policy that is designed to protect our town. It 
would set a dreadful precedent for the future.” 

Michael Meeks, whose house would 
overlook the new roundabout, raised concerns 
about the road safety of the proposed 
development. He said: “The whole thing is 
ridiculous, it’s unsafe, it’s hazardous, it’s 
unneeded, it vandalises pristine Greenfield 
land that is dedicated to horseracing.” 

While some councillors said flexibility was 
needed in the horseracing policy as it was 
applied in the present day, the committee 
voted against the application as a whole. 

Cllr John Berry said: “While there is merit 
in parts of the application we cannot support 
the application as it stands, primarily because 
it contravenes the existing racing policy 
which we believe to be sacrosanct, even 


though we are very keen to see a satisfactory 
solution to the Queensbury Lodge impasse.” 

Bill Gredley, chairman of the Unex Group, 
who did not attend the meeting, said: ‘All this 
has been rehearsed with Forest Heath and 
others and we think that there is a general 
consensus with all this that it should go ahead 
and we had made some provision to 
acknowledge that it was racing land by the 
fact we are putting a stable and a small 
trainer’s yard on the back.” 

He said he understood some people in the 
immediate neighbourhood of the proposed 
development may be unhappy but he said it 
the response to it had generally been positive. 

He added: “It has been well received by 
most people because it’s going to bring some 
life to the town, it’s going to improve the 
traffic with a roundabout and so forth.” 

The recommendation will be put to the full 
town council at the end of the month and 
Forest Heath District Council will have the 
final say on whether the development should 
go ahead at a later date. 


Primary school's 
move bid opposed 

A PRIMARY school’s bid to 
move to Brickfields Stud in 
Newmarket has been opp¬ 
osed by the town council. 

Fairstead House School, 
which is based in 
Newmarket’s Fordham Road, 
saw its application to change 
the use of part of the stud 
opposed by the council’s 
development and planning 
committee on Monday. 

The committee objected 
because of policy which 
prevents land in horse¬ 
racing use from being put to 
other uses and because of 
the loss of equine land. 

The school has proposed 
to replace the 28 horseboxes 
on the Brickfields site on 
adjacent land. Forest Heath 
District Council will make 
the final decision.

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PRINCESS Anne visited 
Newmarket to open a £1.8m 
Racing Welfare housing 
scheme. 

The Princess Royal arrived by 
helicopter on Monday to unveil a 
plaque at the Rous Memorial 
Court development of 16 
affordable retirement flats which 
belong to the charity’s housing 
arm, Racing Homes. 

The royal - Racing Welfare’s 
president - was given a tour and 
greeted the guests in a marquee 
on the site, including residents of 
the homes - one of them called 
Elizabeth Winsor - charity staff 
and town, district and county 
councillors. 

Opening the development for 
retired racing and stud staff, she 
said: “It’s always a pleasure to be 
able to open new homes and there 
are 16 of them here; and also in 
this environment it’s a bonus.” 

She said there was a general 
shortage of affordable homes but 
Racing Welfare was creating 
accommodation for both young 
people starting their careers in 
racing as well as those at the end 
of their working lives. 

Cedric Burton OBE, chief 
executive of Racing Welfare, said 
Princess Anne’s visit showed the 
importance of the project and it 
drew attention to particular issues 
the development was addressing, 
such as the need for affordable 
housing in general and in market 
towns and rural locations in 
particular. 

He highlighted the need for 
different solutions to meet the 
need, such as bringing heritage 
buildings back into use as well as 


a the need for private funding. 

He said: “If you sit and wait 
entirely for state funding, it is not 
going to happen so you have got 
to think of innovative ways to get 
private investment.” 

The Grade II listed building, 
which was the Rous Memorial 
Hospital until the 1960s, was 
bought by Racing Welfare in 2010 
and the work to refurbish it and 
convert it into the flats was paid 
for exclusively by donations from 
sources including Sheikh 
Mohammed bin Rashid A1 
Maktoum and the Macdonald- 
Buchanan Charitable Trust. 

During her visit, Princess Anne 
visited the home of Elizabeth 
Winsor, 58, a scheme resident 
whose husband, known as George, 
had worked in racing and died of 
cancer in October aged 61. 

The receptionist at the Rookery 
Medical Centre said the Princess 


Royal had been “very down to 
earth” and had been interested in 
how the scheme worked. 

Mrs Winsor said they had 
known Racing Welfare was there 
if they needed help and that 
knowledge had put her husband 
more at ease. She said: “They are 


there for support if you need 
them. We had visits from them 
and we always knew we could 
turn to them if we needed any 
help. I think it put my husband’s 
mind at rest that he knew they 
would support me when he was 
gone.”

Man will be 
deported 
over cannabis 

A MAN’S hopes of earning money in 
the UK for his family in Vietnam were 
ended when he was caught raising 
cannabis plants, a court heard. 

Xuan Do, 24, had travelled illegally 
to the UK in the back of a lorry after 
his widowed mother mortgaged her 
home in the Asian country to finance 
the journey. 

Do was arrested after police searched 
a house in Laurel Close, Red Lodge, on 
April 6. 

Officers had been alerted by a strong 
smell of cannabis coming from the 
property and inside discovered 367 
cannabis plants being cultivated, 
together with equipment for watering 
and heating them. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp told 
Ipswich Crown Court the equipment 
was being powered directly from the 
mains after the meter had been 
bypassed. 

Do was found hiding under the 
kitchen sink clutching a mobile phone. 

He told police that he had been 
looking after the cannabis crop for two 
months after finding himself in a 
country where he did not speak the 
language and had no other way of 
earning money. 

Joanne Eley, defending, said Do had 
come to the UK in the mistaken 
expectation of being able to earn large 
amounts of money which he could 
send home to his family in north 
Vietnam. He had been approached and 
recruited by two men, possibly in 
France, and had been given 
instructions by them about cultivating 
the cannabis. 

Miss Eley said: “He found himself 
trapped in a country where he had no 
money, no friends and couldn't speak 
the language.” 

Do had been served with a 
deportation order which he welcomed 
as he wanted to return to Vietnam, said 
Miss Eley. 

Jailing Do for 12 months, Judge 
Rupert Overbury told him through an 
interpreter that he accepted his role 
had not been a leading one.

Four parish councillors quit 
over ‘poison-pen’ campaign 


“POISON-pen” emails are 
believed to have sparked the 
resignation of four Red Lodge 
parish councillors - leaving 
just two in post. 

Two malicious messages are 
understood to have been sent out 
to community groups in Red 
Lodge, the parish council and local 
councillors at district and county 
level in the week leading up to two 
meetings of the authority on 
Monday, May 14. 

The emails are understood to 
have criticised one of the four 
councillors - chairman Julie 
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Kerridge, Valerie Winfield, Katy 
Cooper and Nicola Johnston - who 
all stood down immediately before 
the session, which could then not 
go ahead. The messages are 
thought to have focused on the 
way affairs were run at the council. 

Cllr Roger Dicker of Forest Heath 
District Council was among those 
to receive the emails he described 
as “rather nasty”. 

He remained tight-lipped over 
who they targeted and exactly what 
they said, but he added: “Four 


resigned because of the emails. 
They have not resigned because 
they wanted to come off the parish 
council. They have resigned 
because it was too much, I guess.” 

Cllr Dicker said parish 
councillors carry out their roles 
voluntarily and the councillors 
who chose to resign had felt 
enough was enough. 

He said the writer or writers, 
who signed the emails only with 
the name of a group, could have 
expressed their views at a council 
meeting but chose not to. 

He added: “It’s sad because 


everybody on that council works 
hard and if you don’t like the way 
something is being done, go to the 
meeting and voice your views, it’s 
as simple as that.” 

Forest Heath District Council is 
going to use its emergency powers 
to co-opt Cllr Dicker and fellow 
district councillor Andy 
Drummond onto the parish council 
to allow it to stage an annual 
parish meeting and an AGM on 
Tuesday, May 29. 

New councillors will either be 
co-opted or elected onto the 
authority at a later date.

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Build-up of litter blamed

LITTER louts have been 
blamed for flooding which 
forced some Newmarket 
residents to flee their 
homes. 

Overflow from the town’s 
watercourse left some homes and 
gardens in Sassoon Close knee- 
deep in muddy water earlier this 
month and meant some had to 
be evacuated into temporary 
accommodation. 

Residents in the areas worst 
affected by the flooding told the 
News they had never seen 
anything like it. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, portfolio 
holder for waste at Suffolk 
County Council, said the 
flooding had been caused by the 
build-up of rubbish dumped in 
the number one drain. 

The representative for 
Newmarket and Red Lodge said: 
“The blockages that resulted in 
localised flooding were caused 
by littering - items included 
shopping trolleys, empty drink 
cans and bottles and garden and 
household waste. 

“Most of the items that were 
dumped in the area were found 
to be recyclable - bottles and 


plastic bags can be taken to the 
Newmarket recycling centre and 
disposed entirely free of charge. 

“We would like to take this 
opportunity to ask residents to 
act with consideration and not to 
dump items. This has been 
disastrous for local residents and 
we must do all we can to prevent 
this happening in the future.” 

Cllr Chambers said the council 
cleared the rubbish that could be 


got at from the bank within 
hours of the flooding using a 
digger and a lorry to lower the 
water levels. She added the 
council is planning to clear the 
build-up of natural waste and 
other rubbish from the drain 
within the coming weeks. 

She said: “A permanent 
measure will be put in place in 
six to eight weeks’ time using 
machines that are lowered into 


the water to clear away silt and 
sand that has built up over time 
and any other debris that may be 
there.” 

Suffolk County Council is 
responsible for maintaining the 
watercourse above ground while 
Anglian Water takes charge of 
the underground section. 

An Anglian Water spokesman 
said the clearing of their part was 
last completed in January. 


Councils on 
lookout for 
homes to buy 

OWNERS of empty buildings are 
being urged to consider selling up to 
help those who need homes in West 
Suffolk. 

Havebury Housing Partnership has 
£547,000 to spend on buying, 
refurbishing and re-letting homes 
which have been vacant for at least six 
months. 

They are also interested in 
commercial buildings which have 
been for sale for a while. 

The provider of affordable housing 
is working with Forest Heath District 
Council and St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council to find properties. 

Both councils are writing to the 
owners of empty homes asking if they 
would be prepared to sell. 
Opportunities for people to lease their 
empty properties could also be on the 
table. 

Cllr Rona Burt, cabinet member for 
housing at Forest Heath District 
Council, said: “This funding opens up 
all kinds of options for bringing empty 
property back into use, and we are 
urging owners to come forward and 
discuss their options with us. 

“They will be surprised at some of 
the options we can offer.”

RSPCA needs foster homes for horses 


AN emergency appeal 
has been launched by 
the RSPCA to find 
foster homes for young 
horses as the number 
in its care doubles. 

In East Anglia the 
charity has 38 
youngsters aged 1 to 3 
which suffered neglect 
and cruelty and last 
year is dealt with 116 
complaints regarding 
abandoned horses in 
the region. 

To tackle the 
growing crisis, the 
charity has launched 
the Stable Future 
appeal to find 


fosterers to temp¬ 
orarily look after 
some of its 270 
youngsters which are 
too young to be 
ridden. 

There is an array of 
youngsters in the 
region looking for 
homes including 
Womble, who was 
found collapsed in a 
field with his mother 
when he was just five 
months old. 

The charity said he 
was so skinny his 
spine and hips were 
sticking out. 

One year on, the 


RSPCA has nursed 
him back to health 
and he is looking for a 
foster home. 

Sally Learoyd, the 
RSPCA’s equine 
rehoming officer, said: 
“Over the past year 
we’ve seen a huge 
increase in the 
amount of horses 
being disowned or 
allowed to get into an 
appalling state 
because the trade in 
horses has collapsed. 

“Fve heard of young 
horses being sold for 
£5 - less than the 
price of a bottle of 


wine. I’ve heard of 
horses being bought 
and sold in pubs and 
we’ve come across a 
case of someone 
keeping a horse on a 
tower block balcony 
and feeding it on 
kitchen scraps.” 

The charity is 
asking people to foster 
one of its youngsters 
until it is old enough 
to be prepared for 
work and can be 
found a new home.

A DRINK-driver who led 
police on a high-speed chase 
out of Newmarket has not 
been sent straight to jail. 

Joshua Stoggles was handed a 
suspended prison sentence at 
Ipswich Crown Court last 
Thursday despite driving along the 
A14 at more than llOmph with 
two passengers in the car. 

The court heard Stoggles, 21, 
had failed to stop for police in a 
car park at the back of 
Newmarket’s De Niro’s nightclub 
at 4am on April 1, and had driven 
out of the town centre at 70mph 
pursued by a police van. 

He was clocked doing llOmph in 
his Ford Puma as he headed for 
Kentford. 

Michael Crimp, prosecuting, said 
a patrol car had taken over the 
chase and recorded Stoggles 
driving faster than llOmph on the 
eastbound A14.

Stoggles, from Worcester Close 
in Bury St Edmunds, had turned 
off at Risby, immediately rejoined 
the A14 and turned off at Fornham 
St Martin. 

Mr Crimp said police ended the 
chase on safety grounds when 
Stoggles moved onto minor roads 
but another patrol car soon saw 
him drive over two mini 
roundabouts and stop. 

The court heard Stoggles had got 
out of the car and ran off but he 
was found by officers hiding in a 
nearby field after they followed his 
footprints. 

Tests showed he had twice the 
legal drink-drive level of alcohol in 
his blood. 

Paul Forshaw, mitigating, said: 
“This was a reckless, stupid act 
where someone could have been 
killed. He now knows the danger 


he posed to other road users. This 
was aggravated by drink.” 

Mr Forshaw said Stoggles had 
suspected he was above the drink- 
drive limit and had decided to try 
to get away from the police. 

Stoggles pleaded guilty to 
dangerous driving and driving 
with excess alcohol. 

Mr Forshaw said: “This was an 
isolated incident. I think he has 
learned from his stupidity.” 

The court heard Stoggles had 
previously served a year in the 
Army and had applied to rejoin it. 

Judge John Holt told Stoggles: “It 
seems to me that the best place for 
you is the Army.” 

He sentenced him to eight 
months’ imprisonment suspended 
for 12 months with a condition he 
completes 100 hours of unpaid 
community work. He was 
disqualified from driving for three 
years.

Judge refuses 
bail application 

A 20-YEAR-OLD accused of 
robbing a pensioner who is 
recovering from a stroke has 
been refused bail. 

Bjorn Grahn, of Riverside 
Close in Mildenhall, was not at 
Ipswich Crown Court for the 
bail application last Friday. 

The court heard 
representations from Grahn’s 
legal team and the Crown 
Prosecution Service before 
Judge Rupert Overbury 
decided he should remain in 
custody. 

Grahn was charged with 
robbery and possession of an 
offensive weapon following the 
alleged incident in Kingsway, 
Mildenhall, on March 10. 

A 76-year-old woman suffered 
a fractured arm and facial 
injuries as her handbag was 
allegedly grabbed. 

Sean Woods, 21, of Girton

charged with robbery following 
the incident. 

Woods faces two further

No appeal lodged 
by Lord Derby on 
1,200 homes plan 


LORD Derby has not 
challenged the Secretary 
of State’s refusal to allow 
him to build up to 1,200 
homes in north-east 
Newmarket. 

Plans for the Hatchfield Farm 
development, which included 
employment space and shops, 
were thrown out by Forest 
Heath District Council last 
year. 

And while Lord Derby 
appealed against the refusal to 
Eric Pickles, the minister’s 
judgement published at the 
end of March upheld the 
authority’s original decision. 

The Earl of Derby had a 
month and a half during which 
he could have appealed against 
the latest judgement - which 
has now elapsed. 

His spokesman said: “Lord 
Derby took the decision not to 
challenge the Secretary of 
State’s decision on Hatchfield

Farm and the six-week 
deadline in which he could 
have done so has since 
expired.” 

He remained tight-lipped on 
the reason for choosing not to 
appeal, but he confirmed Lord 
Derby had not ruled out 
submitting another application 
to develop the land. 

The spokesman said: “No 
decision has been taken on any 
future course of action.” 

The judgement was made 
following a lengthy planning 
inquiry in the summer during 
which Lord Derby’s team was 
opposed by representatives of 
Godolphin, Jockey Club Estates 
and others as part of the 
Tattersalls Group, Forest Heath 
District Council and the Save 
Historic Newmarket Action 
Group (SHNAG). 

Rachel Hood of SHNAG said: 
“We are not surprised because 


our legal advice was that the 
Secretary of State’s decision 
was sound so we were not 
expecting any challenge and 
we are pleased Lord Derby is 
accepting the Secretary of 
State’s decision.” 

Rachel said the Secretary of 
State’s dismissal of the appeal 
had acted to safeguard the 
town. 

She added: “The decision 
really will have ended up 
protecting a lot of jobs and the 
important and delicate eco¬ 
system of Newmarket.” 

The minister made his 
decision on the grounds that 
building 1,200 homes in the 
area would be premature 
because policy was not in 
place laying out the number of 
homes needed in the district 
and where they should go. 

The policy is being reviewed 
by Forest Heath District 
Council.

Kevin Parsons, manager of

But speaking at the meeting, 
Cllr Jacko Fanshawe said 
families and others would be 
ut off relaxing on the green 
y the risk of being hit by a 
football and the noise of a 
match. 

On Sundays, she said, 
ponies and horses are taken 
on the heath. She suggested 
football games could cause 
accidents. 

She said: “Horses and 
ponies will be very skittish 
walking by the Severals if 
there is a football match going 
on and I just feel it would be a 
recipe for disaster.” 

She added: “In the winter 
the grass would get trashed

and far from it being an 
attractive area for people to be 
greeted with on entering the 
centre of Newmarket it would 
become an eyesore.” 

Cllr Fanshawe said while 
she sympathised with Mr 
Parsons, the solution was to 
make the team’s existing 
venue cleaner and safer. 

Mr Parsons said the Sev¬ 
erals’ central location would 
be perfect for the players and 
it promised to encourage more 
spectators. 

He said the team, which 
plays as part of the Cambridge 
and District Sunday Football 
League, would be looking to 
hold about 15 games a year 
there. 

Speaking after the meeting, 
he said that while the George 
Lambton Playing Fields were 
usable, there was an issue 
with dog mess and the 
changing rooms and showers 
could do with updating or 
expanding. 

He said: “It just needs a bit 
of modernisation in there, it’s 


usable but compared to a lot 
of other places we play 
around Cambridge it’s very 
poor. 

“We play there and it’s fine 
- we don’t mind playing on 
there - but we just thought if 
we could get a pitch on the 
Severals it would be nice to 
have one.” 

Cllr Mick Jefferys said at the 
meeting: “I would like to state 
that cricket on the Severals, as 
far as I can tell, has been a 
reat success because it has 
rought sport into the centre 
of Newmarket, it has brought 
that wonderful atmosphere of 
the community taking part 
and people watching, and it 
has brought life to the 
Severals.” 

He said the pavilion on the 
green was intended for 
additional sports to the cricket 
currently played there and 
suggested the possibility of 
having a football pitch on the 
Severals should be inves¬ 
tigated. 

Councillors opted by five 
votes to four to investigate the 
football proposal further.

But Arne Maynard, garden designer of 
the Laurent-Perrier Bicentenary Garden at 
this year’s show, says his aim is to create a 
usable ‘gardeners’ garden’ that works 
through all seasons. 

It’s his second garden for Chelsea - the 
first won Best in Show in 2000 in 
collaboration with Piet Oudolf - and 
Maynard comments: “The garden is 
designed to be an inspirational yet 
achievable realisation of enduring elegance 
- something that can be grown and enjoyed 
in a real situation. It will bear fruit and 
provide flowers throughout the year, with 
each element having its time to shine.” 

Low-level topiary and pleached copper 
beech trees provide structure and beautiful 
colour all year round, as the copper beech 
leaves turn a stunning golden colour over 
winter. 

Topiary box act as ‘sentinels’ or markers 
in the garden, drawing the eye to particular 
points of interest, while a specimen pear 
tree creates grandeur and will bear fruit in 
autumn. 

Rich, deep burgundy, soft pinks and pale 
lilacs make up the colour scheme and 
plants which add a romantic veil during

the summer months include roses, 
poppies (Papaver somniferum ‘Double 
Black’ and P. ‘Double Lilac’ are particular 
gems), as well as salvias, geraniums and 
dianthus. 

“Creating a garden with year-round 
interest, for most gardeners, is a gradual 
process,” he says. 

“It takes time to gather plants that work 
well in the different aspects of a garden 
and to work out successful plant 
combinations. 

“There are no rules governing how you 
create year-round effect, but there are a 
few things you can do to ensure your 
garden is constantly evolving.” 

He offers the following tips to create a 
garden with year-round interest. 

■ Understand your garden. Look at its 
aspect, soil type and consider the effect 
you are hoping to create. Your choice, 
whether it be a neat, clipped look, or a 
billowy, natural feel, will affect your 
choice of plants. 

■ Visit a local nursery or garden centre 
EVERY MONTH FOR IDEAS. Look for colours 
that will suit a particular area of your 
garden and include flowers and foliage. 
Look for unusual textures and differing 
heights. Check the labels to see what 
height and breadth the plant is likely to 
reach in maturity as this will determine 
where you place it in the bed. 

■ Look for plants that seem to thrive in 
neighbours’ gardens and for those that 

APPEAR NATURALISED IN HEDGEROWS OR 

fields. These are the building blocks for 
your planting scheme and are sure to do 
well in your soil. 

■ Don’t be afraid of trees. Even in small 
gardens, a well-placed tree can set 
everything else off. “I think all gardens 
should have at least one fruit tree, which 
can be trained or pruned to keep the 
shape neat,” Maynard says. He loves 
using topiary in his designs and stresses 
that a well-chosen tree can add either a 
contemporary feel or bring a touch of 
tradition to a garden. 

■ Try to keep your planting scheme tight. 
Either choose a colour scheme or a 
limited palette of plants, to ensure your 
garden feels like one whole space rather 
than a series of separate spaces. Repeat a 
few plants throughout the scheme to give 
the garden an elegant simplicity.

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Life after Potterland 


F RESH out of Anglia Ruskin 
University with an illustration 
degree under his belt, Thomas 
Taylor dropped off his portfolio at a 
London publisher, and was delighted to 
land his first professional commission. 

The brief? To design the cover of a new book, 
by an unknown author, about a certain young 
wizard called... Harry Potter. 

In the 15 years since creating the iconic cover 
for Harry Potter and the Philosopher's Stone , 
Thomas has written and illustrated more than 10 
picture books for children, and has just penned 
his first novel. 

A thriller for readers aged 10 and above, 
Haunters is being launched at a special event at 
Heffers in Cambridge tomorrow, which will be 
like coming home for Thomas - he worked at 
Heffers' Children's Shop for five years in the 
1990s. 

But he's bracing himself for the wizard-related 
questions that will inevitably crop up. 

"I never really have an awful lot to say about it, 
that's the problem," he confides. 

"I just happened to drop off my samples at the 
right time: among them I had a dragon or two, 
and some wizards, and they decided to give it to 
me." 

Back then, he adds, nobody had heard of JK 
Rowling: "It was an unknown book by an 
unknown author, so an unknown illustrator 
seemed appropriate, I suppose. 

"They gave me the book to read, and there's a 
passage early on where Harry is described, so I 
just went ahead and did my best." Did he have 
any inkling, when he read it, that it'd become a 
global phenomenon? 

"No, I can't say that I did," admits Thomas. "I 
did enjoy it, but I didn't think 'wow, this is going 
to be the next big thing'. It just seemed like a 
great little adventure." 



Still, it's a very nice calling card. 

Thomas's only regret, in fact, is not buying a 
first edition: only 450 were printed ("we had 10 
in Heffers!") and by the time the publishers sent 
him one, it was already on its second edition. 

Naturally, Thomas is hoping there'll be plenty 
of editions of Haunters, and he admits he's 
particularly pleased with it. 

"It's a supernatural thriller about people who 
can travel in time using their dreams. 

"When they get there they're perceived as 
ghosts, where they can either help people in the 
past, or haunt them, in order to try and make 
them behave differently and change the course of 
history." 

It sounds pretty scary: "It's not really. There's a 
lot about fear in there, but it's exciting, it's not 
meant to scare the reader - although the cover 
looks pretty scary!" 

Yet it's a far cry from the rather gentler picture 
books Thomas usually writes, which include the 
likes of Little Mouse and the Big Cupcake and 
Jack's Tractor. 

"It's quite a big leap," he agrees, "but actually 
I've always wanted to write novels, I've just been 


a bit cowardly about getting round to trying it. But 
it's worked out OK so far, and I think fiction is 
where my real home is." 

Still, Thomas will never be able to entirely 
distance himself from THAT book: "Harry Potter 
gave me a magical start to my career and I'm very 
grateful to him for that. He also gave me my 15 
minutes of bar-room fame one Cambridge 
evening during the legendary Bird in Hand pub 
quiz," he adds. 

"The quiz master, who didn't know me at all, 
asked: 'How is Thomas Taylor related to Harry 
Potter's JK Rowling?' 

"I was stunned, but at least I knew the answer."

THIRD time’s a charm for the sharp- 
suited Men In Black, who rediscover 
their swagger 10 years after the 
lacklustre second instalment. 

Set largely in July 1969, MIB3 
is a time-travelling caper which 
ties up loose threads in a neat 
bow, suggesting this could and 
perhaps should be the end of the 
Smith and Jones double-act. 

It would be an entertaining 
swansong for a franchise which 
burst onto the big screen in 1997 
and became one of the year’s 
biggest hits behind Titanic and The 
Lost World: Jurassic Park. 

Director Barry Sonnenfeld 
imbues each breathlessly 
orchestrated scene with impish 
humour, from a protracted kiss 
that churns stomachs to a slime- 
slathered skirmish with a giant 
fish.

I F you've ever walked past an 
ornamental lake and 
marvelled at the fish in the 
water, perhaps it's time to 
introduce some fish into your 
own pond. 

While water in a garden can create 
an air of peace and tranquillity, fish can 
provide extra character and movement 
and will quickly learn to respond to 
their owners, although it isn't a great 
idea to tame them. 

However, you can't just pick out a 
pretty one from an aquatic centre and 
take it home and hope for the best. 
There are several important 
considerations before you begin. 

Firstly, the pond needs to be of an 
adequate size to accommodate the fish 
and give them the best chance of 
survival. The rule of thumb is to allow 
1 cm of fish body length for every 60 sq 
cm of pond surface. 

The pool also needs an area at least 
75-110cm (30-39in) deep which will 
remain ice-free, giving the fish a resting 
place in winter. If you're hoping to keep 
koi carp, this area will need to be 


deeper - around 1.2m (4ft). 

The most obvious choice for a small 
pond is the common goldfish. Co to a 
reputable aquatics centre and select fish 
which are small and compact, look alert 
and active, are swimming well and not 
looking listless or unhealthy. Avoid those 
with torn fins, fluffy growths or blood 
stains on them. 

More exotic goldfish, such as twintails 
and fantails, do better in aquariums 
rather than ponds. Golden orfe are 
surface swimmers and need a pond at 
least 3m (1 Oft) long as they may jump 
out of smaller ponds if startled. They 
make excellent display fish, but grow 


quite large so are not suitable for 
smaller pools. Other suitable fish for 
ponds include shubunkins and golden 
comet. 

If you have a larger pond you can 
consider keeping koi, an ornamental 
species of carp which are much prized 
by the Japanese for their exotic 
colouring and marking. Always buy koi 
only from a reputable source and make 
sure that your garden is secure, as large 
or well-coloured specimens are 
extremely valuable. 

When you are creating a new pond, 
make sure the plants are established 
and the water is clear and balanced 


before introducing any fish. A six-month 
period will allow the water plants to 
row, providing some shade and a few 
iding places, while the oxygenating 
plants have time to become established. 

Floating foliage will give fish shade 
and cover from herons and other 
predators, while all the plants in and 
around the edges of the pond take up 
fish waste matter with their roots and 
help to keep the water in good 
condition. 

Suitable plants for ponds include iris, 
nymphaea, Acorus calamus and 
Butomus umbellatus. Canadian 
pondweed is good for the water if you 


have fish, as it's an evergreen which 
keeps oxygenating the pond all year 
round and you don't need to plant it. 
Bunches are sold weighted down at one 
end and will root into the debris which 
builds up in the bottom. However, it is 
invasive and will need to be thinned out 
several times in the summer to stop it 
taking over. 

Let fish acclimatise to the water 
radually. It's a good idea to let them 
oat in a plastic bag on the surface for 
an hour until the water adjusts to pond 
temperature and then open the bag and 
let tnem swim out. 

Pond fish are cold-blooded and the 
amount of food they need depends 
upon their activity, which is closely tied 
to the water temperature. Goldfisn and 
koi become very sluggish below 8-1OC 
and it is generally best not to feed them 
when daytime temperatures fall below 
10C or if there is any night-time ice on 
the pond. Feeding at too low a 
temperature can result in food being 
uneaten and polluting the water. 

Even when it is mild enough, feed 
only lightly until warmer weather 
arrives. Special foods are available for 
cool weather feeding that are more 
readily digested. Follow the 
manufacturer's recommendations on 
when to feed and use a pool 
thermometer if necessary to monitor 
water temperature. Feeding during the 
milder days of autumn can help to build 
fish up for their winter 'down time', and 
feeding in the warmer days of spring 
will help them to recover from the 
winter. When really cold weather finally 
arrives, it's best to stop feeding 
altogether.

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MOT failure data offers Chevrolet's 2012 Camaro on sale 

useful reliability picture 


ANALYSIS of 24.5 
million MOT records 
has revealed that one in 
five cars registered in 
2008 failed their first 
MOT, with testers most 
likely to fail cars from 
French firms Renault, 
Citroen and Peugeot. 

The research by 
honestjohn.co.uk involved 
examining tens of millions 
of records obtained from the 
Vehicle Operator and 
Services Agency through the 
Government’s OpenData 
scheme. 

The data shows that 
between October 1, 2010 
and September 30, 2011, 
one in five cars (352,000 in 
total) failed their first MOT. 

The most common reasons 
were lighting and signalling 


(164,837 fails), followed 
closely by tyres (96,760 
fails), headlight aim (82,555 
fails) and issues with the 
driver’s view of the road 
(80,605 fails). 

European manufacturers 
are at the bottom of the table 
for first MOT failures. The 
worst performer, Renault, 
was followed by the British- 
built Mini, with Citroen 
taking third from bottom. 

A surprise addition to the 
bottom 10 list, given that its 
cars are traditionally a 
byword for durability, is 
Volvo, with more than 5,800 
of the Swedish manu¬ 
facturer’s 26,000 2008- 
registered cars failing their 
first MOT. 

By contrast, the top three 
places go to Lexus, Suzuki 
and Honda, with troubled 
Swedish maker Saab in at 


number four. 

Broken down by model, 
the detailed data reveals that 
the worst performing family 
car was the Renault Megane, 
with only 71 per cent of cars 
registered in 2008 passing 
their first MOT. 

The top model was the 
Suzuki Splash with a 90 per 
cent pass rate in its first 
MOT.

How high can he go? 



DOMINIC Gardiner-Hill bel¬ 
ieves Frankel is capable of 
taking his rating to even more 
astonishing levels after the 
British Horseracing Authority’s 
handicapper allotted the colt a 
mark of 138 for his victory in 
Saturday’s JLT Lockinge Stakes 
at Newbury. 

The decision to raise him 2lb 
from last season’s 136 makes 
Frankel officially the 
highest-rated horse in the world 
for 25 years. 

Prince Khalid Abdullah’s 
unbeaten and 10-time winner 
can only be trumped by the same 
owner’s Dancing Brave (141 in 
1986), although the World 
Thoroughbred Rankings scale 
has been lowered slightly since 
that time. 

Frankel leaves behind Peintre 
Celebre and Generous on 137 
and Sea The Stars on 136. 

Gardiner-Hill was no different 
to the entire racing community in 
being impressed by Frankel’s 
fourth and most clear-cut defeat 
of Excelebration, as the son of 
Galileo brushed off any fears over 
a slightly interrupted 
preparation. 

“I do think he can go higher,” 
said the handicapper on Monday. 

“I watched the Lockinge again 
today and, to be honest, he did it 
very easily. 

“To go higher he is going to 
have to beat something other 
than Excelebration, whether it is 
going to be a horse like Cirrus 
Des Aigles, we will have to wait 
and see. 

“I do suspect he can be a 
140-horse - it just depends if he 
gets the opportunity. 

“You only have the opportunity 
to push horses higher on what 
they beat. If you look at 


Excelebration, Frankel beat him 
by four lengths on two occasions 
last year, by two-and-a-quarter on 
another, and this went up to five 
lengths on Saturday. 

“In the case of Dubawi Gold, 
he was beaten by seven and 
three-quarter lengths in the QEII 
and this went up to nine on 
Saturday. One factor for this is 
the pace as I thought Ian Mongan 
set the race up perfectly on Bullet 
Train.” 

Frankel will now be rated 6lb 
higher than the second-placed 
horse in the current international 


rankings, Australian sprinter 
Black Caviar (132), who is due to 
arrive in the country next month 
for her first overseas test at Royal 
Ascot. 

While Black Caviar heads for 
the Diamond Jubilee Stakes, a 
run for Frankel in the Queen 
Anne Stakes at the same meeting 
is the preference of Sir Henry 
Cecil, who said: “Over the last 
two seasons he has come on a 
good deal from his first race and, 
hopefully, he will do the same 
this season. 

“All being well his next start 


will be at Ascot in either the 
Queen Anne or the Prince of 
Wales’s, the former being my first 
preference at the moment, but we 
will see.” 

Cecil also reiterated his thanks 
to his staff after Frankel overcame 
an injury scare last month, and to 
Mongan and his regular 
lead-horse and pacemaker Bullet 
Train. 

He said: “Shane Fetherston- 
haugh and all those involved 
with him have done a great job 
and his success is down to 
team-work.”

A SENSE of pride and dogged 
determination ensured Oliver Jarvis 
successfully completed the 40th 
ADAC-Zurich Nurburgring 24 Hours for 
the first time on Sunday afternoon. 

The Newmarket driver and his WRT team 
suffered some serious setbacks in their 
Audi R8 LMS ultra but just made it over the 
finish line to finish 32nd. 

"The left-rear wheel bearing was damaged 
(with an hour to go)/' said Jarvis. "We 
looked to fix it but there wasn't time, so we 
took the decision to go out with 10 minutes 
left, so that we're classified as finishers. It's 
nice to finish out of pride and say we've 
completed it." 

The defining moment of Jarvis' race came 
just before 2am when co-driver Andrea 
Piccini hit an Aston Martin back-marker, 
causing a one-and-a -half hour trip to the 
pits for a new steering rack. 

"We were never in the running to win it 
(after that)," added Jarvis. "But out of pride 
we kept pushing. It didn't run as smoothly 
as we'd hoped but that's the Nordschleife 
24 Hours. 

"This place is very special. You only have 
to see the number of accidents and crashes 
that took place very early on in the race to 
see that you're lucky if you even finish." 
The race was won by the Audi Sport Team 
Phoenix car driven by Marc Bessing, 
Christopher Haase, Frank Stippler and 
Markus Winkelhock. 

But for all the drama, Jarvis enjoyed 
negotiating his way around the famous 
circuit. "I loved it. It feels so fast because 
of the nature of the 
track," he said. "I enjoy 
going through the 
traffic as well, 
putting the car up 
the inside and being 
aggressive, it's great 
fun. Who knows? I 
might be back next 
year and be on the 
podium."
